Gen. Grant Pesses an Easy Night and 
Rests Quietly. 


The UMcial Bulletins Reassuring—No Re- 
currence of the Hemorrhage — The 
Patient's Pulse Slower To-Day—The Mind 
Strong, but the Body Emaciated. 


New Yor, April &.—Genera! Grant passed a very 
quiet night. There was „no recurrence of the 
hemorrhage, and the official bulletins of the modi- 
cal attendants, were quiet reassuring. The rain 
poured down in torrents at intervals, and the oniy 
persons who paced Whe street were the watchful 
policemen and reporters. About 4:30 Senator 
Chaffee and U. S. Grant, jr., emerged from the 
house and gave an encouraging report of the 
General's condition. General Badeau strolled slow- 
ly down toward Madison avenue about 6 o'clock 
and in response to a question said, “Gen. Grant has 
passed a very easy night, and is now resting quiet- 


ly.” 
A QUIET NIGHT. ; 

Gen. Grant sleeps. or appears to sleep, at any 
and all times that suits his inclination, but last 
night his long rest began at about midnight, and 
until 5 o’clock it continued with little interruption. 
The professional nurse attendel the p.sient 
through the night, while the family and doctors 
gained considerable sleep. The night was a quict 
one with no alarming symptoms or circumstance. 
About 5 o'clock, when the General aroused hm- 
self, he stood on his feet briefly, but did not essay 
to move about. 

NOT DESPONDENT. 

At 11:45a.m. Mr. John Foley visited the house. 
He was met by Col. Fred Grant. The latter stated 
that his father had passed a very quiet and com- 
fortable night; that he suffered very little pain; that 
he had slept comparatively well; that the despond- 
ency of yesterday had entirely left him and that he 
seemed to have returned to about the sam condi- 
tion that existed two or three days ago. How long 
bis father might remain thus, Colonel Grant was 
unable to foretell. Drs. Barker, Douglass, Shrady 
and Sands will meet in consultation during the aft- 
ernoon. 

At 12:30 Senator Chaffee left General Grant. He 
said thatthe General's face loots as well as it has 
in a month past, but that his body is becoming ema- 
ciated.

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A New Yorker to Build the Great 


Peruvian Railroad.

The Meiggs Enterprise Revived—Mr, M. P 
Grace's Big Contract With the Peruvian 
Government—A Rallread With Namereus 
Tunnels and Bridges. 


By Telegrawh to the Post-Dispatch. 

New Yors, April 8.—The last mail from Peru 
drought the details of the contract entered iuto by 
the Peruvian Government with Mr. M. P. Grace of 
the firm of W. R Grace & Co., for the completion 
of the Oroya Railroad and its extension to Cerro de 
Pasco. The Oroys Railroad was contracted for 
with Mr. Henry Meiggs in 1869. According to the 
agreement a track wasto be laid from Lima to 
Oroya, a village 186 miles northeast of Lima, in the 
heart of the Andes and only a few miles from Cerro 
de Pasco, which contains one of the richest deposits 
of silver in the world. Cerro de Pasco is 13,200 
feet above the sea. Mr. Meigags began laying the 
tracks for this road withm a few 
months after the signing of the con- 
tract. It was in reality a Government enterprise, 
Mr. Mei was to receive $27,000,000 for the work 
from Cailaoto Oroya. When the road was com- 
pleted it was to belong to the Government. But 


the Government failed to carry out its part of the 
The enterprise 


contract and the work stopped.

mense fortune in it and lost his investment when Pe-

the date of the contract. The Oroya Road was one 
of the most difficult and costly engineering wor -s 
ever undertaken. In 105 miles the ascent is 11.000 


feet. There are sixty-three tunnels already made. 
one of which, called Galera, is 1.200 feet in 
length. There are also gia bridges, 
tae most important of which, the une, 
length 


has piers 250 feet high, and a _ total 
525 feet. This is said to be the highest bridge in 
the world. Througn the La Galera the rock was so 
hard that the cutting had to be done with diamond 
drilis, The work aiready done has cost $30,000,000. 
The country through which it passes, so far as it 
has been completed, is agricultural, and its produce 
is sent down to Lima. It is extremely fertile, but 
the methods of labor hare been of an antiqua ed 
and was eful kind. With the introduction of Amer- 
ican agricultural machinery the wealth of this coun- 
try would be more than doubled. It is said 
there was taken out of the mines that are the 
objective point of the road more than $400,000,000 
during the 300 years of Spanish dominion. Whi.e 
the majority of these mines were stiil in operation, 
and long before any traces of exhaustion were dis- 


covered, they became flooded. The operator 

iacking faciiiies for proper drainage, moved an 

ope new mines. As sou as the mines are prop- 
eriy drained tney will again be capable of 
fruitful operation. Such is the opinion of 
the best miners and eugineers who have 
visited the country for the pur of

But every intelligent man also knows that rail- 
roads would be much more useful and valuable 


honest rates. The railroadsof the United States 
have been watered hundreds of millions ina few 
years. This amount of fraudulent capital stock 


means just so much increase in tbe charge for 
transportation, 


The Commissioners now ask the passa ge of a 


series of new laws; all of which ought to be scrutin- 
ized very closely. One of these gives the Commis 
sioners power to decide whether a road shall be 


built parallel to an existing road. If they decide 
that it is not demanded by necessity and public 


convenience its construction is prohibited. 


This is a dangerous power to in:rust to the Com- 
mission. The argument is that when parallel roads 
are constructed on lines that have not business 
enough for two companies both are crippled and 
the people are not benefited. Butan existing road 
may represent a large umount of fraudulent capital 
stock, watered to quadruple its legitimate sum. The 
people on the line are compelled to pay exorb.tant 
rates to make up dividends on this fictitious capital. 
An honestly constructed road might enable them to 
secure rates less than half the amount exacted 
from by the monopoly, but they are to be de- 
prived of the advantage of competition because of 
the pretense that the “business” is only sufficient 
to maintain one road. ! ? 

This is no imaginative sketch. It applies to ex- 
isting monopoliesin this State. This bill of the 
Railroad Commissioners at least ougut to be killed.

A FIGHTING CUNGEEGATION. 


Disgracefal Scenes at a Vestry Meeting in 
Montreal.
